Thirdly, Mr. Ames pressed the 
loss of Canadian fiscal independence, 
If Canada, finding herself injureq by 
any part of the agreement undertook 
to make a change, the Americans 
would so select what Was most yalu- 
able to her and threaten’ reprisals, 
Canada could do nothing but grin and 
bear it. Or the Americans might 
find that some feature of the agree- 
ment Worked too much to ¢he advan- 
tage of Canada and alter jt. If the 
Canadian Government threatened re- 
taliation, every Canadian 
which Was advantaged by the _re- 
mainder of the agreement would 
protest against being put in jeopardy, 
“Our. commercial life will be in the 
hands of a foreign people. Is it wise 
to put all our eggs into the same 
basket and then entruet the carrying 
of it to a rival whose only thought js 
his own advantage?" 

Mr. Ames pointed out two effects 
which he claimed the agreement 
would have upon Canada*s status as 
© part of the British empire. First, it 
would mean the loss of her export 
identity. Her Manitoba wheat would 
be known as North American grain. 
Canadian cheese would be undistin- 
Ruishable from the filled cheese of 
the United States. 
trade, so carefully cultivated, would 
be at an end, for Canadian hogs 
would go to the United States and 
American hogs would be all Canada 
could secure. All posisbility of se- 
curing the removal of the embargo on 
Canadian cattle wonld disappear 
when the cattle of the United States 
could pass freely in and out of 
Canadian ports. Secondly, with all 
possibility of retaining the identity 
of Canadian wheat and produce ut- 
terly gone, there was no chance that 
the Mother Land could give Canada 
a preference should ghe feel so dis- 


posed. 
Why, Mr, Ames asked, had these 
secrifices tou be made. If Canada 


were to bide her time most if not all 
of the advantages offered would have 
been given her for nothing. 

One had only to read the Presi- 
dent's message to see how the Amert- 
cans coveted the Canadian raw mate- 


rials. “We are buying in a@ falling 
market. Stock will be goin for half 
price tomorrow and may be given 


away the day following.” 

Mr. Ames then examined in. de- 
tail the advantages which the agree- 
ment is supposed to yield to the farm- 
ers. He mid that where there war 
reciprocity between the two countries 
proidcing identical on similar pro- 
ducts, the risk to the amaller would 
be the most. The smaller might pro-
